Up or Down? 


Wilmington's voters have by, this time received their copies of the Finance 
Committee Recommendations for the annual Town Meeting. The pink colored 
booklet is the net result of many hours of volunteer labor, and it predicts that the 
tax rate-will go down $1, if the Recommendations are followed. 

‘Their figures, however, might be in error when it comes to estimated receipts. 
The Finance Committee shows estimated receipts as $2,749,045. The Town 
Manager is much lower, with a $2,440,000 figure, a difference of $300,000. 

If the Town Manager is correct, as well he might be, the net result will be an 
increase of $1 in the tax rate, which incidently, starts on July 1, which is from 
now on torbe the beginning of the Fiscal Year, in all Massachusetts communities. 

And, to complicate matters, the announcement of the Governor, last Friday, of 
another $36 million in state aid ‘makes all last-minute estimates wrong - if the 
Legislature votes the money, The Legislature can hardly refuse to vote the 
money, for it means tax relief to the home communities. ‘ 

Twenty-four million of that sum is money owned the various communities 
school transportation re-imbursement and fpr payments in lieu of taxes on state 
owned land, In Wilmington the school bus transportation money comes to $48,- 
000, The. state owned land sum is about $900. 

‘That could amount to a reduction of 35 cents, figuring that it takes an ap-
